; CURIOUS PHASES OF AN ACTRESS 
{LIFE. 


A Theatrical Lady on the Witness St:and—What she 
Knows of Market Values—How to Keep a Hus- 
band—Ernest Harvier’s Revelations—A 
Rich Story of Footlight Characters. 


New York, October 18.—In the superio 
court yesterday there was a scene akin to the 


old British theatrical performances, which 


included a comedy as well asa tragedy. The 
comedy came first, in proper order, and then 
the tragedy. it was the continuation of the 
trial Judge Russell of © President 
Tousey, of the American News company, 
charged by Marie Prescott, the actress, who 
appeared last in Atlanta as Salvini’s support, 
with circulating a libel defamatory of her 
character, damages $20,000. the 
plaintiff there were but two ladies present, 
who sat at the back of the court.
